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They  come  from  the  cottages  and  the  big  houses, 
the  mill  towns  and  the  hollows,  uniting  in  a single 
mass  which  makes  up  the  human  race.  They  are 
persons  'and  yet  people,  bound  by  the  unrestrained 
ties  of  human  emotion,  separated  by  each  difference 
in  their  characters.  Their  world,  exact  as  a caliper, 
indefinite  as  an  abstraction,  is  subject  to  total 
change  at  the  grind  of  an  automatic  bell.  They  speak 
with  many  voices  among  themselves;  with  one  voice 
to  the  world.  They  are  as  strong  as  their  weakest 
member,  yet  side  by*  side  they  rank  equal  in  im- 
portance. These  are  the  people. 
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Hands  are  the  voices  of  the  mind  that  speak  simply,  eloquently  with 
canvas,  wood,  paper  and  all  other  tangible  creations  that  man  has 
ever  produced.  Callouses  and  rawness  are  the  aches  of  the  hands, 
but  are  also  the  badges  of  the  diligent  worker’s  achievements.  The 
dreamers  spin  gossamer  visions  which  the  hands  of  the  people  trans- 
form into  life’s  realities.  The  hands  carve  their  names  majestically  in 
stone  and  mortar— the  gifts  of  their  full  and  simple  hearts.  Why  do 
they  continue  their  difficult  tasks?  So  that  the  people  may  always  be. 
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“One  by  one 
man  alone  and  man  joined 
has  made  things 
with  his  hands.  ” 


Every  man  takes  pride  in  the  secret  as- 


surance that  his  contribution  is  an  in- 
dispensable part  of  the  whole.  Co-opera- 
tion gives  all  a sense  of  worthiness  and 
belonging  that  no  other  human  quality 
can  provide.  The  willingness  to  co- 
operate binds  the  people  together  as  a 
single  mass,  which  dwarfs  the  achieve- 
ments of  an  individual  to  a mere  trifle. 


Closely  related  to  co-operation  is  de- 
pendability. One  is  not  born  with  de- 
pendability, for  it  must  be  sought  after 
and  cultivated  until  it  roots  itself  within 
the  mind.  Common  effort  and  trustwor- 
thiness team  together  and  soften  the  dis- 
cordant notes  of  weaker  individuals  into 
the  melodic  symphony  which  the  living 
people  sing.
